The logs are brought from the woods 
of Pino Grande, about 20 miles to 
the northeast. But to continue along 
the Lincoln Highway: 

Upward the way leads beyond Ca- 
mino and Bullion Bend, for miles over- 
looking the South Fork of the Ameri- 
can River, now running full-bank, and 
all along are mountain resorts, inviting 
a stay, for rest and recreation—this is 
glorious fishing and hunting country. 
The mighty canyon, the peaks and 
water falls, make constantly changing 
pictures. Kyburz” Phillips, the Echo 
Lakes resorts and camps, are among 
the attractive places in these forester 
highlands. At Echo Summit comes that 
breath-taking, ever-memorable pano- 
ramic view of “the Lake of the Sky” 
—Tahoe. Descending by way of Meyers, 
you reach the lakeshore at its south- 
erm end.
